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INCENTIVE LICENSING PROGRAM BILL SIGNED AUGUST 24 
PROVISIONS WILL AFFECT ALL GLASSES OF RADIO AMATEURS 


The: long-awaited,’ much-discussed’ 


Incentive Licensing Program bill was 
signed August 24---a bill which will ef - 
fect every ham, from novice to extra 
class, in the future, 

Although nothing official on the 
program has been received as yet, there 
has been enough information received to 
present the following digest of its prov- 
isions from information now available, 

Provisions of the bill will be phas- 
ed in over a period of time extending 
through 1968 and 1969, with the first o 
the provisions taking effect, according to 
present knowledge, the latter part of 
1968.. 
The system is an upgrading of the 
General Class, through the creation ofa 
new Advanced Class ticket. Persons 
now holding a General Class ticket may 
obtain the Advanced Class ticket by pas- 
sing an "Element 4'' theory test. Since 
the code speed for both the Generaland 
Advanced Class tickets will be 13 wpm, 
no additional code test will be required 
for the holder of a General Class ticket 
to advance---only the theory test will 
be required, or 

Those persons holding Conditional 
Class licenses who wish to obtain the 
Advanced C lass license will have to take 
the present test for General Class (in- 
cluding the 13 wpm code test) plus the 
"Element 4' theory section, 

Code speed for Extra Class lic- 
enses will remain at 20 wpm, Some ad- 
ditional frequencies for CW use will be 
alloted for tee weTSnHeeriM |

The other half, plus the half allot -

will be reserved for the holders of Ad- 
vanced Class licenses. Thus the holder 
of the Advanced Class ti-cket will be able 
to work all phone freqencies presently 

alloted to Generai Class licenses, while 


the General Class licensee in the future 
will be limited to half the present freque- 
neies presently authorized, 

The change will be gradually phas- 
edin, first the 80 meter band, then the 
40 meter band, then the 20 meter, and 
finally the 15 meter phone band, 

Eventually the Novice Class license 


will be a two year license. However; 


' 2 meter phone privileges will be cancel- 
led for Novice licensees, 


Although the new Advance Class 
will not go into effect until November 
1968, according to present information, 
examinations for this class will be given 
prior to that time. 

Reportedly the changes are in line 
with those reported in the March 1965 
issue of QST. The October 1967 QST 
will carry the full details, 

Max Main, PPRAA president, who 
will be in Washington, D,C, just prior to 
the September PPRAA meeting, will at - 
tempt to get full details on the changes -- 
with the plan of presenting them for open 
forum discussion at the meeting. 

Wally Rowland, presently conduct- 
ing code classes at his QTH in Manitau 
Springs, plans to conduct - study groups 
for General Class operators interested 
in the Advanced Class license as soonas 
information on the material containedin 
the "Element 4" test can be obtained,
